The firit lava they palled in their way thither, 
was not left than fix or feven miles broad. It 
had run into the fea, and driven back the waves 
for upwards of a mile ; and had formed a large 
black promontory, where it was deep water be- 
fore. From appearances, this feemed to 
been thrown out in a recent eruption ; b 
referring to Seignior Recupero,thehi(toriogr.i|»!at 
of Etna, it appeared to be the very lava that burll 
from Etna in the time of the fecond Punic war, 
as recorded by DiodorusSiculus. 

In the loweft part of the region of Etna, UK 
harvi it svai already over; but in the uppei 
of the fame region, near the confines of the 
woody track, it was not nearly ripe.

The. walls 
are near fixty feet high, and of great flrength, 
or they could not have refitted the torrent, which, 
accumulating at the bottom, inltantly mounted 
tin- top, and carried every thing along with 
irrclillible violence. In its definitive courfe it 
covered up Come fair fountains; one of which 
was fo much efieeuied, that the inhabitants pierc- 
ed through the lava to recover their favourite 
fpring. 

ttania, notwithstanding its dangerrntj fiiua- 
tion. is looked upon as one of the moft ancient 
land. Some of the Sicilian writer* 
pretend that it was built by Deucalion and Pyr- 
rha, as foon as the waters fubfided. It is noir 
reckoned the third city in the kingdom, though 
fince the fatal pellilcnce in Mellina, it may juftly 
be confidered as the U-cond, It contains up- 
wards of thirty-thoul'and inhabitants; and is the 
feat of an oniverfity and a bilhopric. The bi- 
(hop'l revenues chiefly arifc from the fa 
fuow on Mount Etnn, one fmall portion

Thefe three are as diftiuc't. both in climate and 
productions, as the three zones of the earth ; and 
might, with propriety, have beenftyled the torrid, 
tempcratr-, and frigid region!.

In the centre of thij 
expanfe, but ftill at a great difianee, they de- 
l'cried the lofty fummit of the. mountain, rearing 
its tremendous head, and vomiting out torrents 
of fmoke. It appeared, indeed", altogether inac- 
ceilible, from the valt extent of the fields of fnow 
and ice that furrounded it. The Cyclops increaf- 
ed their apprehenlion, by informing them that it 
J'ometimcs happened, that the furface of the 
mountain being hot below, melted the fnow In 
particular fpots, and lormedjjools of water, where 
it was inipoflible to fore fee the danger; that it 
likewifc happened, that the furface of the water, 
as well as the fnow, was covered with black attics, 
which gave a fallacious appearance of lecuriir; 
eluded by alluring tlmn of his utniolt 
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likf.wife took notice of thofe meteors, ctU 
falling ftars, which (till appeared to be a* ma 
elevated above them as when they were on t 
plain; fo that in all probability, thofe bod 
move in regions much beyond the bounds tl 
philofophers have afligned to our atmofphere. 

Having contemplated thefe objects for fa 
time with delight, they again fct off, and fo 
arrived at the foot of the great crater of I 
mountain. This is of an exact conical figu 
and riles equally on all fides. It is wholly co 
pol.*d of alhes and other burnt materials, t 
charged from the mouth of the volcano wit! 
its centre. This conical mountain is of gt 
magnitude ; its circumference cannot be lefs tl 
ten miles.

Such is the animated picture Mr. Erydone 
us of his pleakiresand feelings on the lumr 
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Me* to the diftance of about eight miles. In the 
centre of this circle, the great crater of the 
mountain rears its burning bead ; and the ex- 
tremes of intenfe cold, and intenfe heat, feem to 
be united in the fame point. 

This region is immediately fucceeded by the 
Regione Sylvofa, which forms a circle or girdle 
of the raoft beautiful green, prefenting a remark- 
able contraft with the defert region. It is not 
fmooth and even, like the greatert part of the lat- 
ter; but is finely variegated with an infinite nun> 
ber of thofe delightful little mountains, that have 
been formed by the different eruptions of Etna. 

The circumference of this zoue, or great circle, 
on Etna, is not lefs than feventy or eighty miles, 
It is every where fucceeded by vineyards, ori 
chards, and corn-fields, which compote the Re- 
gione Culta, or fertile region. This laft zone is 
much broader than the others, and extends on all 
fides to the foot of the mountain. Its whole cir- 
cumference, according to Recupero, is one hun- 
dred and eighty-three miles. 

This laft track is likewife covered with a num- 
ber of little conical or fpherical mountains, and 
exhibits a wonderful variety of forms and colours, 
which make a delightful contraft with the fnpe- 
rior rrgious. It is bounded by the fea on the fouth 
and fouth-eaft, and on all other fides by the rivers 
Simetus and Alcantara, which al mo ft encircle it. 

On the fun's firft riling, the fhadow of the 
mountain extends itfelf acrofs the whole ifland, 
and makes a large vifiblc track, even in the fea 
and in the air.

The crater is fo hot, that it is dangerout 
impoflible, to defcend into it, and in manj 
the furface is fo foft, that there have r* 
fiances of perfons finking down into it, ai 
ing for their temerity with their lives, 
the centre of the crater is the great moutl 
volcano, that tremendous ffulf, fo celebr 
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Hy ages ago; as the ruing of Torre del Filofofo, 
k near the top of Etna, prove that few eruptions 
of any magnitude have rifen fo high in the 
mountain, for a period beyond hiftorical evidence. 

Empedocles, to whom this ftru&ure is afcribed, 
was a native of Agrigentum, and is fuppofed to 
have died about four hundred years before the 
Chriftian era. He is faid to have thrown him- 
felf headlong into the gulf of Etna, to confirm 
the idea that he was a god, by preventing people 
from accounting for his death ; but the treacher- 
ous mountain threw up bis flippers, which were 
of brat's, and announced that he was only a mor- 
tal. 

Mr. Brydone, on leaving this ftupendous fcene, 
had the misfortune to flip on the ice, and fprain- 
► ed his ankle to fuch a degree, that he was obliged 
to be fupported for fome way by two men. At 
bit they reached their mules, and took force re- 
pofeonce more in the Spelonca del Capriole on a 
bed of leaves, which they thought a paradife af- 
ter all their fatigues. 

It was about fix in the morning when they 
left the fumrait of Etna, and it was eight at 
night before they reached Catania. They ob- 
fcrved, with mingled pleafure and pain, the 
change of the climate as they defcended. From 
the region of the moft rigid winter they foon 
arrived in that of the moft perfect fpring.

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This venerable figure was the hermit of the 
ce, and belonged to a convent of Cap 
on the rock above ; but had now bid adieu to the 
upper world, and was determined to fpend the 
reft of his life in this folitude, in prayer and pre- 
paration for heaven. They left fome money lor 
him on the rock; for the Capuchins touch no 
money except with a pair of pincers, which con- 
vey it to their fack or cowl, to carry to mark' r. 

The Ear of Dionyfius is no left a monument of 
the ingenuity and magnificence, than of the cru- 
elty of that tyrant. It is a huge cavern, cm 
of the folid rock, in the form of the human organ 
of hearing. The perpendicular height is about 
eighty tect, and the length is not left than two 
hred and fifty. The cavern was find to be con- 
trive' ery found was collected and united 
into one point, as into a focus, which was called 
the tympanum. Exaftly oppofue to this the tj 
had a fmall aperture, communicating with an 
apartment in which he uled to conceal himfclf. 
To this opening he applied his ear, and is faid to 
have heard difiin&ly every word that was fpoken 
in the cavern below. 

No fooner was this apartment finifhed, and a 
proof made of it, than he put to death all the 
workmen employed in its fabrication. He then 
confined all whom he fufpe&cd to be his enemies ; 
and by liftening to their converfation, determin- 
ed as to their guilt, and punifhed or acquitted them 
accordingly. 

As this chamber of Dionyfius is very high in 
tin- rock, and now totally inacceflible, they had 
not an opportunity of making proof of this curiooa

Arethufa is indeed an aftonilhing fot 
and rifes at once out of the earth to the fin 
river. The poetical fictions concerning it arc nv^. 

Many of the people here believe, tn ttvXs 
day, that it is the identical river Arethafa, whicv* 
finks under ground, near Olympia in Greece, aai 
continuing its courle for five or fix hundred mile* 
below the ocean, rifes again in this fpot. 

In confirmation of this, it is laid, that after the 
great lacrlfices at Olympia, the blood of which. 
nil into that river, the waters of Arethufa rofe 
for feveral days tinged with red. This, like ma* 
ny modern miracles, was probably a trick of the 
priefts. Thofe of Diana had the charge of iho 
fountain of Arethufa ; and no doubt were much 
interefted in fupporting the credit of their god- 
dels. 

At a little diftance from Arethufa, is a large 
fpring of frelh water, that boils up in the ft 
is called Occhi di Zilica, or Alpheus. and 
bled by the poets to have purfued Arethufa below 
the lea all the way to Sicily. This probably did 
not exilt in very early ages, as the moft ancient 
authors do not mention it. 

Syracnfc has two harbours, the largefl of which, 
on the fouth-weft lide of Ortigia, is reckoned fix 
miles round. It is Paid by Diodorus to hav< 
almolt into the heart of the city; and the entry 
was fo Wrongly fortified, that the Ron 
could never penetrate it.

entry into Grenada on the 2d of January 149'2. 
. The Moorifh prince, as he was conducting to the 
place appointed for his rclidence, flopped on the 
hill of Padul, to take a laft view of his beloved 
Grenada. The fight of this, which renewed his 
moft tender recollections, overcame his rcfolution; 
be burft into tears, and in the anguifh of his foul, 
broke out into the moft bitter exclamations 
againft the feverity of his fate. 

Such Moorifh families as remained in Grenada, 
after the difTolution of the monarchy, were conti- 
nually molefted by zealous priefls and bigotted 
princes. The Spanilh clergy, not at all fatisfied 
in the external fhow of their converfion to 
Chriflianity, were eager to. difcern the fincere 
from the pretended ; and therefore fet lpics over 
them to watch their minuted actions, that they 
'might be furnifhed with grounds of accufation. 

Irritated at laft beyond endurance, theMorifcos 
formed a grand conlpiracy againft their tyrants, in 
1568, but after an inlurredtion of two years, they 
were at laft re.luced by the Spaniards, and dif- 
perfed all over the kingdom; while the rabble 
of the two Caftilles were fent to occupy their 
lands.

'Hie 
fandango, however, is perfectly naturalized ia 
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ftarched, as they expeftid to be ; and after half 
■n hour's ride, reached the landgate of the Eng- 
lifh garrifon. 

Mr. Swinburne favs, the hofpitajity of the go-

Csradife of that difperfed nation, the Jews ; for 
ere they feem to be at home, and carry on a vc- 
ly lucrative retail trade. They are of Barbary ex- 
tra ftion, and are a comely race of men. 

The rock of Gibraltar abounds in partridges, 
which breed in peace, as no one is allowed to 
flioot within the garrifon. The officers fome- 
times take the diverfion of fox-hunting on the 
Spanifli hills, where there is plenty of game, but 
little running. 

On the eaft fide of the rock of Gibraltar, 
atnidft the broken precipices, is a ftratum of 
bones of all fixes, belonging to various animals 
and foals, enchafed in an incruftaV\ptv ©I a. x«-\- 
di/h calcareous Hone. 
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Our travellers, after feveral inetfr-ftual altrmpii 
to vifit the coaft of Africa, were obliged, by '•"■'- 
1 ■ continuance of contrary winds, i r * 
this favourite purfuit, and to return to Ca 
nearly their former rout*.

When the royal power was nearly annihilated, 
luring the reigns of the laft kings of the Carlo' 
ringian race in France, moli of the cities of Lan- 

Sedoc erected themfelves into little independent 
tes, governed by their own princes. Carcaf- 
fonne was then under the dominion of vifcounts. 
At die time when Pope Innocent III. patronifed 
and' commanded the profecution of hoftilities 
againft the Albigenl'es for the crime of herefy ; 
Raymond, the reigning vifcount, was includ- 
ed in that profcription. Simon de Montfort, 
general of the army of the church, inverted 
the city of Carcaffonne in 1209. The inhabit- 
ants, terrified at the fate of feveral other places 
where the raoft dreadful maflacres had been com- 
mitted, demanded leave to capitulate ; but this 
act of mercy was only extended to them under a 
condition, equally cruel and unparalleled. The 
people found in the place, were all obliged, with- 
out diftinftion of rank or fex, to evacuate it in a 
fate of nudity ; and Agnes, the vifcountefs, was 
not exempted, though young and beautiful, from 
this ignominious and {hocking punifliment.

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I next vifited the caftle of Pleffez-les-Tours, fo 
famous for having been the fcene of the illnefs 
and death of Louis XI. in 1483. I felt a fecret 
horror as I entered the court, and furveyed the 
walls once covered with iron fpikes, where a con- 
tinual guard kept watch during the lait fad hours 
of the guilty and expiring monarch. PlefTez is 
C tuatcd only half a league from Tours, in i plain 
furrounded by woods, at a little diftance from 
the Loire. The building is yet handfome, though 
only compofed of brick, and now converted to 
purpofes of commerce. In the chapel, on the 
right hand of the high altar, is a mafterlv and 
beautiful portrait of Louis XL himfelf, drefied in 
complete armour. Within his left arm, which 
lies on his breaft, is a flandard; and with his 
right hand he takes off his helmet, in the ait of 
falutation to the Virgin Mary and her infant. 
His harlh and unpleafing features are foftened 
into a fmile of plea fu re and complacency. He 
feems to extend his left hand towards the child, 
whofe eye is fixed on his with eagerncfs. Thefe 
indications of tendernefs have given room to 
fuppofe, that by the figures of Mary and of our 
Saviour, are defigned Charlotte of Savoy his 
queen, and Charles VIII. his fon. Her habit, 
which is royal, the diadem on her head, and 
more than all, a reierablance between the infant 
and the king, which is very ftriking, ftrongly 
confirm this fuppofition.
